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ABSTRACT 



Listed are institutions and organizations which can 
serve as information sources on toxicology.. Each entry gives the 
toxicology-related interests of the institution, holdings (of 
publications), publications of the institution, and information 
services provided. Poison control centers are listed separately as an 
appendix. Other appendices list some professional organizations 
having substantial interest in toxicology and some periodicals of 
toxicological interest. There is a geographic index to institutions 
and a subject index. (EB) 
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The National Referral Center for Science and Technology may be described as the 
information desk of the scientific and technical community. It does not provide 
technical details in answer to inquiries or furnish bibliographic assistance. It functions, 
rather, as an intermediary, directing those who have questions concerning scientific 
and technical subjects to organizations or individuals who have specialized knowledge 
in these fields and are willing to share this knowledge with others. 

In answer to requests for guidance and assistance, the Center provides names, 
addresses, telephone numbers, and brief descriptions of appropriate information re- 
sources. Information resources” has been defined broadly to include professional 
societies, university research bureaus and institutes, Federal and State agencies, indus- 
trial laboratories, museum specimen collections, testing stations, and individual experts 
as well as more traditional sources of information, such as technical libraries, infor- 
mation and documents centers, and abstracting and indexing services. 

The National Referral Center should be notified directly about any information 
resources not included in the present directory. Referral services are available without 
charge. No special forms are required. Requests may be made by calling area code 202,

The Toxicology Information Program at the National Library of Medicine was estab- 
lished in 1967 to implement a Presidential directive assigning Government- wide respon- 
sibility for such a program to the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. 
Recommended originally by the President’s Science Advisory Committee, the program 
is part of the Federal Government’s response to the growing burden of an increasingly 
active chemical environment. 

The Toxicology Information Program has responsibilities for nationwide improve- 
ment in the handling and availability of toxicological information, for the development 
of more accessible and more complete computer-based files of toxicological information, 
and for serving as a national center for toxicological information. 
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PREFACE 



This directory, compiled by the National Referral 
Center for Science and Technology, Library of Con- 
gress, with support from the Toxicology Information 
Program, National library of Medicine, has been 
planned to provide a ready reference tool for identify- 
ing toxicological information resources in the United 
States. 

Using its national register of information resources, 
the Center canvassed likely toxicological information 
resources with a specially designed questionnaire. Based 
on returns plus information already in the register, 
directory entries were then drafted and submitted to 
the organizations they describe to ensure textual 
accuracy. 

Although not exhaustive in its coverage, the direc- 
tory is representative of the various sources of toxi- 
cology-related information in the United States. For 
proprietary or other reasons, some organizations did 
not wish to be included at this time. 

With some exceptions, the directory excludes the 
following: 

• Poison control centers — These are listed separately 
as appendix A. 

* Individuals — Names of authorities in toxicology can 
be obtained from membership directories of profes- 



sional societies. A representative listing of such societies 
appears as appendix B. 

• General libraries — Most public and academic li- 
braries provide only very general toxicological 
information. 

In addition to the two appendixes mentioned above, 
the volume contains a representative listing of United 
States journals that publish articles on toxicology, 
appearing as appendix G. A subject index with cross 
references and a geographic index are also provided. 

Among the headings used in the entries, only the 
first, “Toxicology-Related Interests,” is limited to 
toxicology. Information listed under “Holdings,” “Pub- 
lications,” and “Information Services” reflects the 
organization as a whole.
